AUBERGINE  (Decorative) — Large  arul  of  perfect  form, 
with  broad  petals  reflexing  on  outer  rows  and  slightly 
rolling  or  folding  toward  center.  This  dahlia  is  held 
erect  on  long,  upright  stems.  The  color  is  decidedly  dif¬ 
ferent,  aster  purple,  deepening  to  dahlia  purple,  with  a 
deep,  rich,  velvety  sheen  over  all  and  a  lighter  reverse 
with  a  tinge  of  silvery  white . S7.50 


CARISSIMA  (Decorative) — We  cannot  say  too  much  in 
praise  of  this  glistening,  pure  white  dahlia.  Large  and 
of  most  attractive  form  (as  can  be  seen  by  a  glance  at 
the  illustration),  with  numerous  long,  narrow,  gracefully 
curling  petals,  it  is  held  upright  on  a  strong  stem  and 
challenges  the  attention  of  every  passer-by.

ARBUTUS  (Decorative) — A  particularly  attractive  dahlia 
of  perfect  form,  and  large  size.

ADOREE  (Decorative) — “What  an  adorable  dahlia”  was 
the  remark  most  frequently  made  at  sight  of  this  flower 
by  visitors  to  our  gardens,  and  it  suggested  the  name. 
It  has  every  good  point  a  dahlia  should  have:  large 
size,  not  immense,  perfect  form,  freedom  of  bloom,  good 
keeping'  qualities  and  a  most  exquisite  color,  soft  rose 
pink,  darkening  towards  center  (which  is  always  closed), 
yellow  at  base  of  petals  and  a  glistening  golden  sheen 
over  all,  making  it  especially  beautiful  under  artificial 
light.  Florets  are  long  and  pointed,  twisting  and  curling 
and  giving  the  flower  an  unusually  attractive  appear¬ 
ance  . .  . . . . $2.50 

ALANNAH  (Hybrid  Decorative) — The  size,  color  and 
form  of  this  dainty  flower  are  unusually  attractive, 
while  the  stem  is  slender  and  erect.  Color  is  deep  rose 
pink  shading  into  picric  yellow  at  base  of  petals  with 
a  satin  sheen  over  all,  and  the  curly  petals  reflex, 
giving  depth  to  the  bloom.  The  compact,  medium 
height  bushes  covered  with  blossoms  from  early  in  the 
season  until  frost  are  unsurpassed  as  a  garden  decora¬ 
tion.  The  flowers  keep  a  long  time  after  cutting  and

CARIBEE  (Hybrid  Cactus) — A.  D.  S.  Certificate  of  Merit. 
This  is  a  hard  flower  to  describe  owing  to  the  peculiar 
blending  of  shades,  the  ground-work  being  a  rich  Tyrian 
rose  with  lines  of  cream  through  each  petal,  and  light¬ 
ening  to  cream  at  the  tips,  with  cream  reverse.  The 
florets  are  rolled  and  twisted  in  an  odd  manner  that 
enhances  the  beauty  of  the  flower.  A  very  free  bloomer 
with  strong,  upright  stems . . . 75c 

CORDOVA  (Hybrid  Cactus) — A  seedling  of  Bodeka,  which 
it  resembles  in  shape,  size  and  habit.  Color  is  pale 
lavender  with  picotee  edge  of  heliotrope  around  each 
petal.  Long,  strong  stems,  but  more  horizontal  than 
upright.  Good  keeper  and  free  bloomer.  . . ,75c 

F ANT A ST  JQ U E  (Orchid  Paeony)  — This  introduces  a  new 
type  of  dahlia  of  an  odd  and  fantastic  shape.  The 
flower  is  semi-double  with  irregular  cup  shape  florets, 
curled  and  twisted  in  a  manner  that  gives  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  variety  of  Orchid.  Its  color  is  a  deep  wine 
crimson  tipped  and  bordered  with  glistening  white,  and 
it  is  borne  erect  on  a  long,  graceful  stem.  . . 75c 

GEORGE  H.  MASTICK  (Paeony)  —  Sept.  14th,  1924, 
Award  of  Merit  “Nederlandsche  Maatschappiji  voor 
Tuinbouwen  Plantenkunde”  at  Amsterdam,  Holland. 
This  is  the  National  Horticultural  Society  of  Holland, 
government  controlled.  It  having  already  received  the 
A.  D.  S.  Certificate.  It  is  a  large  flower  of  many  rows 
of  wavy  petals  on  strong  stems.  Color  is  dark  maroon, 
writh  currant  tips  to  outer  rows  of  petals.  As  the 
flower  opens  it  shows  a  yellow  disc  around  center,  and 
changes  color  to  a  deep  crimson.  Very  free  bloomer, 
and  beautiful  at  all  stages . $1.00 

GLORIEUX  (Decorative) — A.  D.  S.  Certificate  of  Merit. 
This  is  a  dahlia  of  great  beauty  on  long,  strong  stems. 
Color  is  deep  golden  yellow  deepening  to  gamboge 
bronze  in  the  center,  each  petal  usually  tipped  white. 
Flower  is  very  full  and  deep  and  is  a  free  bloomer.  The 
foliage  is  as  wonderful  as  the  flower,  being  an  olive 
green  and  very  dense,  forming  a  very  graceful  bush, 
quite  attractive  in  the  garden . $1.00 


GRACE  BURNETT  (Hybrid  Cactus)  — Of  true  type  and 
excellent  stem,  this  beautiful  large  dahlia  of  deep  vel¬ 
vety  maroon  is  sure  to  be  a  great  favorite  when  known. 
Petals  are  always  rolled  to  the  tips  and  slightly  in¬ 
curved.  Good  dark  dahlias  are  scarce  and  we  think 
this  one  will  be  an  acquisition  to  their  ranks . $2.50 

HEART  O’  GOLD  (Paeony) — Without  doubt  one  of  the 
largest  paeony  dahlias  grown.  The  immense  blooms  are 
held  aloft  on  strong  24-inch  stems,  and  the  color  is  pure 
old  gold  with  a  tinge  of  bronze  on  reverse  of  the  long 
broad  petals.  It  is  an  early  bloomer  and  is  the  last  to 
be  cut  down  by  frost. . 75c 

INGOMAR  (Decorative)  —  Very  large  and  attractive 
flower  of  maize  yellow  suffused  apricot  on  outer  rows 
of  florets  and  a  line  of  the  darker  shade  outlines  same. 
Florets  are  rather  broad  and  flat,  but  so  placed  in  re¬ 
gard  to  each  other  that  they  form  a  flower  without  any 
stiffness.  Bushes  grow  tall  and  the  long,  strong  stems 
show  the  blooms  well  above  the  foliage . $1.50 

I  VOIRE  (Orchid  Flowering) — Beautiful  beyond  belief, 
and  of  form  heretofore  unknown  is  the  Dahlia  “Ivoire” 
and  it  has  more  the  effect  of  a  rare  tropical  Orchid  than 
a  dahlia.  The  waxy  petals  of  great  substance  are  long 
and  pointed  and  curl  and  twist  in  such  manner  as  to 
almost  cover  the  center.  Color  is  clear,  glistening  ivory, 
deepening  to  cream  at  base  of  petals  and  a  faint  glow 
of  Buttercup  yellow  gleams  through  the  clustering  petals 
at  the  center..  It  is  a  large  flower  on  an  18-inch  stem. 
It  received  first  prize  for  the  most  artistic  dahlia  at  the 
Lansdowne,  Pa.,  Flower  Show . ..$3.50 

JUDGE  LANGFORD  (Decorative) — A.  D.  S.  Certificate 
of  Merit.  A  large  and  graceful  flower  of  great 
depth  and  attractive  formation  without  a  hint  of  stiff¬ 
ness,  and  help  perfectly  erect  on  strong  stems.  Color 
is  deep  rich  pansy  purple  faintly  lined  white,  and  the 
flowering  habit  is  excellent.  It  received  first  prize  for 
best  vase  dahlia  at  the  Colorado  Dahlia  Society’s

LADY  ALLA  (Paeony)  — Color  is  a  bright  scarlet.  Long, 
strong  stems,  carrying  flower  well  above  foliage.  Large 
flower  and  a  good  keeper.  Fragrant  and  more  fragrant 
as  a  cut  flower  than  on  the  bush.  . .

MAC  GREGOR  (Hybrid  Cactus) — American  Dahlia  So¬ 
ciety’s  Certificate  of  Merit.  Highest  Award  Cal¬ 
ifornia  Dahlia  Society’s  Trial  Grounds.  The  flowers 
are  large  and  full,  and  carried  on  long,  strong,  upright 
stems.  Color  is  Spectrum  red,  an  unusual  color,  and 
beautiful  in  a  flower;  base  of  petals  is  lemon  yellow. 
The  foliage  is  as  attractive  as  the  blossom,  and  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  one  of  the  few  dahlias  that  is  not  affected 
by  insect  pests.  It  is  the  first  to  bloom,  and  is  a  free 
and  continuous  bloomer  until  frost......  . $1.00 

MAHARAJAH  (Decorative) — Large  and  full  with  long, 
curly  petals.  Very  strong  stems.  Color  is  dregs  of  wine, 
lightening  to  burgundy.  Grand  flower.  C.  S.  Crego, 
originator  of  the  famous  “Crego”  giant  Aster,  says: 
“For  color,  shape,  size,  stem  and  free  blooming  quali¬ 
ties,  I  consider  ‘Maharajah’  the  very  best  dahlia  I  have

MARCHIONESS  (Cactus) — The  American  Dahlia  Soci¬ 
ety’s  Certificate  of  Merit.  An  unusual  flower  of  en¬ 
trancing  beauty,  and  one  that  will  delight  thousands  of 
dahlia  enthusiasts.  It  is  a  very  free  bloomer,  and  the 
blooms  are  always  perfect.  The  report  of  the  judges  of 
the  American  Dahlia  Society’s  Trial  Grounds  at  Storrs, 
Conn.,  is  “Pale  bluish  lavender  shading  to  white,  base 
of  petals  lemon  yellow.”  Size  of  flower  eight  to  nine 
inches,  depth  three  inches.  Immense  flowers  on  good 
stems  that  show  flower  to  advantage . $1.00 
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MARMION  (Decorative) — Without  doubt  the  best  dahlia 
now  on  the  market.  This  flower  is  of  such  enormous 
size  and  great  depth  and  looks  so  massive  among  the 
surrounding  dahlias  as  to  dwarf  them  all.  The  long, 
cane-like  stems  hold  the  huge  blooms  erect.  Color  is 
pure  golden  yellow  with  bronze  suffusion  on  reverse  of 
petals,  and  the  deeper  bronzy  tone  on  the  high,  full 
center  and  outline  of  same  shade  around  each  petal  en¬ 
hances  the  beauty  of  the  flower  and  gives  it  an  unusual 
appearance.  Florets  are  lo  -~  wavv.  and  curling  in 
such  fashion  as  to  eliminate  every  hint  of  coarseness. 
Form  is  perfect,  and  early  and  late  the  sturdy  bushes 
are  covered  with  blooms.  In  addition  to  receiving  many 
first  awards  at  the  Dahlia  Shows  and  Horticultural  Ex¬ 
hibitions  throughout  this  country  and  Canada  during 
192(5  and  1927,  “Marmion”  was  awarded  a  Certificate 
of  Merit  in  France  by  “The  Societe  Nationale  d’  Hor¬ 
ticulture  de  France’’..... . $7.50 

MISS  PORTLAND  (Decorative) — The  formation  of  this 
large  flower  is  especially  attractive  and  the  coloring 
is  unusual.  According  to  Ridgway's  Color  Chart,  it  is  a 
soft  pale  laelia  pink  with  reverse  of  petals  tourmaline 
pin,  which  showing  on  the  unopened  florets  in  the 
center  enhances  the  beauty  of  the  flower.  The  low- 
growing  bushes  are  always  a  mass  of  bloom  and  it  is 
one  of  the  best  keepers  and  earliest  bloomers  in  the  gar¬ 
den.  The  stems  are  perfect  and  the  flowers  improve  as 
the  season  advances,  later  blooms  being  even  better 
than  the  first  ones . $1.00 


NAVARRO  (Hybrid  Cactus) — One  of  the  crinkly  dahlias 
so  much  sought  after  and  so  seldom  seen.  Large  (about 
eight  inches),  slender,  erect  stems,  medium  height  with 
abundance  of  bloom  throughout  the  season,  and  a  very 
pleasing  color,  light  primrose  yellow  with  white  re¬ 
verse,  the  petals  twisting  and  curling  in  such  a  man¬ 
ner  as  to  make  them  at  times  seem  white  tipped.  .  .$2.00 

ROYCROFT  (Hybrid  Cactus)  — One  of  the  spiky  dahlias, 
almost  star  shaped,  and  of  an  extremely  odd  and  strik¬ 
ing  color,  best  described  as  cinnamon  buff,  deepening 
to  tawny  russet  in  the  center.  Of  large  size,  excellent 
form,  petals  rolled  to  tips  and  never  showing  an  open 
center  to  the  end  of  the  season.  One  of  the  first  to 
bloom  and  the  low-growing  bushes  always  show  a  mass 
of  perfect  flowers  until  frost.  Foliage  is  unique,  inas¬ 
much  as  it  seems  to  be  absolutely  insect  proof.  A  dis¬ 
tinctly  different  variety  both  in  shape  and 
coloring  . . $2.50 

SHELIKOFF  (Decorative)  — Received  the  American  Dah¬ 
lia  Society’s  Certificate  of  Merit.  Color  is  deep  garnet. 
Flower  is  of  great  substance,  both  large  and  deep. 

Always  full  to  center,  with  very  long,  strong  stems. 
One  of  the  best . 75c 

ST.  ELIAS  (Cactus)  — This  is  the  pure  white  cactus  all 
dahlia  lovers  are  looking  for,  with  florets  of  good  sub¬ 
stance,  slightly  claw-shaped  and  incurved.  Has  a  grand 
habit,  fine  stem,  is  a  profuse  bloomer  and  a  good 
keeper  . 75c 

VANITY  FAIR  (Hybrid  Decorative) — -Very  attractive 

with  its  curlv,  twisted  petals  of  scarlet  red  tipped  and 
bordered  white  with  base  lemon  yellow.  Stem  is  long, 

strong  and  wiry . 75c 


Late  Foreign  Importations 

We  cannot  offer  any  of  the  increase  from  our  1927  importations  until  1929.  This  is  owing  to  a  recent  ruling  by 
the  Federal  Horticultural  Board,  who  direct  us  to  keep  importations  and  the  increase  for  two  years,  after  which  they 
may  be  sold.  We  greatly  regret  this,  as  we  have  many  unusual  varieties  which  are  sure  to  please. 

The  following  are  1926  importations,  and  all  are  very  good: 


BERENGARIA  (English  Decorative) — The  originators  of 
this  dahlia  consider  it  one  of  their  triumphs  in  every 
way  and  when  we  saw  the  immense  blooms  growing  on 
sturdy  plants  we  could  well  agree  with  them.  Colors 
are  orange  at  center,  to  gold  at  tips,  with  golden  sheen 
over  all.  In  form  it  more  resembles  the  Hybrid  Cactus 
type  than  the  Decorative . $4.00 

COURONNE  D’OR  (French  Decorative) — A  wonderfully 
fine  large  flower  of  a  rich  golden  apricot  color  with 
the  reverse  of  the  petals  rosy  carmine,  which  reflects 
in  a  luminous  manner  to  the  face  of  the  flower.  It  was 
one  of  the  outstanding  varieties  in  our  trial  gardens 
during  the  entire  season  and  the  blooms  were  always 
perfect,  erect  on  stout  stems . . . $2.00 

ERNEST  DE  MUYTER  (Belgian  Decorative)— Immense 
flower  of  a  lovely  shade  of  cyclamen  rose  with  a  de¬ 
cided  lavender  tint.  A  great  acquisition  and  one  of 
the  best  of  the  new  European  importations.  The  plant 
is  tall  and  sturdy  and  the  stem  is  the  longest  we  have 
ever  seen.  Strong  but  slender  and  graceful  and  abso¬ 
lutely  leafless,  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  feet  in

KITTY  ROGERS  (English  Decorative) — A  dahlia  of  im¬ 
mense  size,  the  petals  not  being  numerous  but  large, 
broad  and  rounded,  making  up  completely  circular  flow¬ 
ers.  The  color  is  a  soft  tint  of  pink  on  a  white  ground. 
It  is  equal  in  size  to  Berengaria  and  is  held  erect  on 
satisfactory  stems  . $2.50 


NAGELS  ROEM  (Belgian  Hybrid  Cactus)  —  Immense 
flowers  borne  aloft  on  very  rigid  stems.  Coloring 
Naples  yellow  tinted  with  salmon  and  chamois  of  the 
most  delicate  shadings.  This  is  without  doubt  the 
finest  European  importation  of  recent  years.  It  has 
received  three  First  Class  Certificates.  At  Bruxelles, 
1924 — at  Paris,  1925 — at  Anvers,  1924 — and  the  Grand 
Commemorative  Medal  at  the  Jubilee  of  the  “Neder- 
landsche  Maatschappij  voor  Twinbouw  en  Planten- 
kunde”  for  the  best  dahlia  of  Belgian  origin  not  yet 
in  commerce  . $4.00 

PRINCESS  LOUISE  (English  Decorative) — In  this  coun¬ 
try  we  would  class  this  as  a  Hybrid  Cactus,  as  the  petals 
are  rolled  to  the  tips.  The  color  of  this  large  and 
beautiful  dahlia  is  almost  white  at  center  then  deepen¬ 
ing  to  a  pretty  tint  of  pure  pink.  Good  stem  and  one 
of  the  most  profuse  bloomers  in  the  garden.  A  won¬ 
derful  cut  flower  and  good  keeper . $2.50 

RAPALLO  (Holland  Decorative) — Medium  size  blooms  of 
a  striking  shade  of  dark  velvety  mahogany  red.  with 
reverse  and  tips  gold.  A  dwarf  grower  and  profuse 
bloomer,  especially  valuable  as  a  cut  flower . $1.00 

SHEILA  WARD  (English  Decorative) — One  of  the  most 
artistic  and  wonderfully  beautiful  flowers  it  has  ever 
been  our  pleasure  to  grow;  the  color  being  a  light  prim¬ 
rose  yellow  heavily  tipped  white;  the  form  is  perfect, 
the  flower  very  large.  Petals  are  gracefully  arranged,

ABBIE  E.  WILKINS  (California  Hybrid  Cactus)— The 
rolled  petals  are  a  light  flesh  with  a  reverse  of  cerise. 
A  high  quality  variety  with  all  the  good  points  strongly 
marked,  as  large  size,  good  depth  and  straight  stem. 
The  bushes  are  of  medium  height,  and  produce  bounte¬ 
ous  blooms  with  closed  centers . . . 75c 

ALEXANDER  POPE,  NEW  (Hybrid  Cactus)— The  color 
is  an  attractive  shade  of  crimson  with  reverse  of  mag¬ 
enta.  The  petals  have  a  meallic  lustre  and  twist  show¬ 
ing  reverse,  center  of  bloom  is  almost  black.  This  is  a 
big  shaggy  monster.

Cultural  Guide 

Dahlias  are  easily  grown,  requiring  no  special  soil,  treatment  or  skill  to 
bring  them  to  perfection. 

They  are  really  an  Autumn  flower  and  should  not  be  planted  too  early. 

They  are  remarkably  free  from  disease  and  have  few  special  enemies. 

Plant  in  sunny  situation,  although  they  will  do  nicely  in  partial  shade. 

Prepare  the  soil  by  deep  spading;  if  soil  is  sandy  a  shovel  full  of  well 
rotted  manure  may  be  incorporated  with  it;  if  otherwise  use  little,  if  any, 
fertilizer  before  plants  begin  to  bud.  Add  sand  or  coal  ashes  to  heavy  soil. 

Drive  a  stake  in  each  hole  to  support  the  plant.  Lay  tuber  down  flat 
with  eye  upward  and  next  to  stake,  about  six  inches  deep,  and  cover  two 
inches  with  pulverized  soil,  gradually  filling  to  level  as  plant  progresses. 

As  soon  as  plants  are  large  enough,  pinch  out  the  top  just  above  the 
second  or  third  set  of  leaves;  this  causes  the  plant  to  branch. 

Cultivate  well  until  buds  appear,  then  stop  all  cultivation  except  light 
raking  after  rain  or  watering,  just  enough  to  break  the  crust  of  ground;  only 
be  sure  and  do  this. 

When  buds  appear  spread  manure  or  some  fertilizer  around  plant  and 
rake  lightly  into  the  soil. 

Sometimes  a  perfectly  good  tuber  with  a  good  eye  will  refuse  to  sprout; 
in  such  cases,  dig  up  the  tuber  and  soak  for  24  hours  in  fresh  water;  this 
usually  will  cause  it  to  sprout  in  a  reasonable  time  after  replanting. 

Unless  weather  is  very  dry  and  hot,  do  not  begin  watering  until  buds 
appear,  then  soak  the  ground  thoroughly  (not  sprinkle)  about  once  a  week 
or  ten  days.  Cut  off  all  faded  flowers  with  as  much  of  the  stalk  as  you  can. 

For  extra  large  blooms  disbud  by  pinching  off  all  the  buds  in  a  cluster 
except  the  strongest  one. 

If  bothered  by  cut  worms  or  slugs,  cut  a  piece  of  tarred  paper  3  inches 
wide  by  10  or  12  inches  long,  form  collar  and  place  around  plant,  one  inch 
below  and  two  inches  above  ground. 

For  cut  flowers  pick  in  the  evening  or  early  morning  if  possible;  burn 
the  ends  of  stems  in  any  flame,  or  dip  in  boiling  water  for  10  seconds;  after 
either  treatment  place  in  cold  water  and  put  in  cool  place  free  from  draft 
until  wanted. 

When  frozen  down  in  Autumn,  cut  stalks  off  at  the  ground  and  dig 
carefully  so  as  not  to  break  neck  of  tuber,  for  the  eyes  for  next  season’s 
growth  are  only  found  where  the  tuber  joins  the  stalk.  Store  same  as 
potatoes  where  they  will  not  freeze,  shrivel  or  rot.  Turn  the  clump  upside 
down  to  drain  out  any  moisture  that  may  start  decay.
